MANY NATIONS SIT IN AT GATH-

FOR UNITED STATES.

Paris, Nov. 29.—A new* era of in­ 
ternationalism for the I'nited States 
dawns today with the opening of the 
suprem e inter allied war conference. 
The conference will trea t with poli­ 
tical and economic m atters. 
, T he/inter-allied war council, which 
will deal with m ilitary affairs, will 
hold its first session tom orrow 
at 
Versailles. 
Americans will sit at a 
council of war dealing strictly with 
European m atters for the first time 
in history. 
It is an epochal event, 
giving the United States a place in 
world affairs fWiad never known be­ 
fore the war broke out. 
Never has there been such a gath­ 
ering of statesm en as P aris is now 
seeing. 
Notable figures who are di­ 
recting the destinies of 
the 
world 
throng the French foreign office. One 
of the dominant figures at the con­ 
ference will be Col. E. M. House, head 
of the American mission sent to E u ­ 
rope by President Wilson. 
Among the most notable nations rep ­ 
resented are France. England. United 
States. Italy, Japan. Belgium. Servia. 
Roumania, Greece. Portugal. Monte­ 
negro, Brazil, Russia and Siam. 
The chief task before the in tern a­ 
tional representatives is the co-ordin­ 
ation and unification of the conduct 
of the war 6n the allies’ side.

P ar those for 
whom ideals may exist, but vhich 
ideal* are yet a great way 
A man must be red hot for th » good 
of huma hit y for him to get tnthusi ts 
tic over America's part in th< pres 
ent war. He must be a cosmopolitan 
man. 
He must know that salt water 
does qot term inate a nation's duty. He 
must be a lCnight-Brrant— missionary 
to feel thankful for our pre. ent war 
opportunity. 
If one has a drop of 
the Bolshevik! (which word means in 
Russian. ‘‘We want more”) blood in 
him this war might be proved virtu* 
ous to him. but not interesting or a 
cause of thankfulness. If one has the 
blood of the Sinn Felners in him— 
’ 3 noun for which in Irish means, 
“For o ?-selves alone,” he will say we 
our! t to l i'*p kept our ships at home 
when flit Kaiser said so and also 
have kept all our i\cU lor ourselves 
alone. 
If on* believes that all inter? C on 
al law is to be suspended during wait 
as the Kaiser intimated to Mr. Ger­ 
ard, and disbelieves the president's 
great premise used 
in one of his 
early notes to Germany—that peace is 
the normal condition of the world, 
and that the laws obtaining during 
peace ahall be upheld at all costs, 
auch a one will not be thankful that 
we have an opportunity to fight for 
the aacredness of all law. Including 
International law. 
The life blood of hum anity is not 
the life laden fluid which circulates 
throughout the body, and which in 
large amount Is now being shed on 
the plains of France and Italy, but it 
is hum anity’s freedom.
